FOR SMUGGLING DIAMONDS. 


Arrest of the Purser and Fourth Officer 
of a Red Star Steamer.

NEW YORK, April 6.—Isidore Debois, 
Purser of the Red Star steamer Waesland. 
and Julius Hegeman, fourth officer of the 
same steamer, were arrested to-day for 
smuggling diamonds, . 

The arrests bring to light one of the big- 
gest diamond-smuggling schemes customs 
officials have known for a long time. Sev- 
eral New York jewelers are intérested. 
For six weeks the Inspectors of the Special 
Treasury Agent's office here have been 
working on the case. They found that 
thousands of dollars worth of diamonds 
have lately been smuggled and they lo- 
cated some of the receivers in this city. 

The accused purser and the fourth officer 
were arrested on Sixth avenue, near Four- 
teenth street. The purser struggled des- 
perately. Both men, it is said, had been 
visiting certain jewelers and disposing of 
diamonds. About $2,000 worth of unset dia- 
monds were found wrapped in tissue paper 
in the purser’s pockets. The customs offi- 
cers understood that $25,000 worth of dia- 
monds were brought In by the two men on 
this trip. As no jewels were found in 
their quarters on the ship, the customs of- 
ficers think the men disposed of the bulk of 
the consignment through accomplices,

things and elevate vile things in the 

minds of men.

frothy cleverness and flippant au- 
dacity of the man regardless of the 
venom of vice and moral rottenness 
that permeated his productions. Curios- 
ity and love of audacious novelty blinded 
the public to their true nature and in- 
fluence. The unspeakable disclosures of 
the Queensberry trial and the disgrace of 
Wilde should open the eyes of the peo- 
ple. It exposes the poison at the foun- 
tain-head, the rotten source of Wildeism 
and the inevitable consequences of his 
debasing cult.

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WHY POLITIOS PAYS. 


People often wonder how the big and 
little political bosses, with no busi- 
ness but politics and without lucrative 
office, manage to live in better style than 
many who work hard, and frequently 
accumulate great wealth. 

Light is thrown on this subject by the 
report published in the Chicago Post of 
the disappearance of a Democratic cam- 
paign fund of $500,000 raised for use in 
the recent city election. The fund is said 
to have been raised by assessment of the 
City Hall employes and placed in the 
hands of men who were expected to put 
it where it would do the candidates on 
the Democratic ticket the most good 
But instead of doing that they are ac- 
cused of keeping it where it will do them- 
selves the most good. It is said that none 
of it was applied to campaign purposes. 

This is only one of many instances in 
which the assessments of office-holders 
and the contributions of rich men who 
have business interests in politics have 
mysterously disappeared. If Jay Gould 
were alive he could give valuable testi- 
mony on this subject with regard to the 
$50,000 check he gave to O’Brien and 
which stuck in O’Brien’s pocket. 

Not only is the general viciousness of 
slush-fund politics illustrated by these 
disappearances of funds, but they con- 
tain a hint to the plutocrats who attempt 
to carry elections by campaign contribu- 
tions. They may learn from them that a 
large part of the money they pay into 
slush funds is never applied to the pur- 
pose for which it is intended, the de- 
bauching of voters and the corruption of 
officials, but is diverted to the enrich- 
ment of the political bosses and slush- 
fund: manipvlators who live and thrive 


on politics.

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THE WOES OF MONOPOLISTS. 

It appears that the public and the 
Municipal Assembly have grossly abused 
the poor. fellows who have gone 
into the street railway business in this 
city. Instead of their franchises being a 
rich blessing they are heavy loads under 
which the street railway magnates stag- 
ger for the benefit of the people. One of 
them freely admits their suffering in the 
following interview which appeared th 
other day in their local organ: ¢ 

“We are taxed on our tracks and on all 
of our personal property; we pay large 
sums annually. for the franchises, keep the 


streets in repair; pay a license on every 
car every year. Now; we must put on 


fenders and wheel guards, and there is a 
bill pending to force us to equip our cars 
with electric brakes. We are from time to 
time obliged to go to additional expense 
which was never thought of before, and 
even after our liberality in granting trans- 
fers, comes the scheme to practically cut 
our revenues in two.” 

But the street railway magnate is 
modest. He has not detailed all of the 
hardships under which he and ‘his kind 
groan. To be compelled to give up a few 
thousand dollars for a dozen or two 
franchises, to be forced to pay taxes on 
property the city has freely given and te 
be asked to epend some of the proceeds 
of the gift to avoid killing are 4 
part of his woes. He has been.able te 
realize out.of ‘the city’s gifts only about 
four times the money he has invested and 
to squeeze out of the people, who for sev- 
eral years have made nothing, from 26 
to 40 per cent profit on his actual invest- 
‘ment. To crown all, the Legislature was 
so hard-hearted as to refuse to grant the 
street car oc es the ‘pri of 
doubling their already quadrupled cap- 
ital.

When, therefore, he 
puts out this broad proposition he does 80 
with an appreciation of the mental and 
moral responsibility which accompanies it. 

But it is a very astonishing proposition, 
neverthless. For, while no one can doubt 
that if there had never been any such thing 
as commercial cyedit, the world would to- 
day be better off, and while some few, hera 
and there, might have starved for lack of 
food, or frozen for lack of clothing, or died 
fer lack of a physician and medicines, the 
majority of mankind would have reaped 
untold benefits in the way of self-denial, 
habits of economy, frugality and temper- 
ance, and an opportunity to enjoy the 
fruits of their labor. As it is, most men’s 
wages or earnings are mortgaged year in 
and year out, and they go through life 
owing more than they will ever be able to 
pay in cash, while in every direction allure- 
special inducements are held out 
to involvs them deeper and deeper in debt. 

Moreover, banking institutions and com- 
mercial enterprises of all kinds are daily 
and hourly engaged in the business of af- 
fording men opportunities to incur “willful 
debt’’ by borrowing money and obtaining 
goods on credit. Dr, Green‘s proposition 
puts our whole commercial system in the 
category of dishonesty. It is quite a start- 
ling view of the situation, and will strike 
the average reader as being entirely a 
hot-house outbreak, containing neither 
rhyme nor reason. 

But Dr. Green can come back at the 
world with the whole power of his Bible in 
self-defense. He can remind his critics that 
Christ bitterly attacked the commercial 
system of that day and gave it as a divine 
commandment—“Owe no man but 
love.“ He can ‘describe that wonderful 
scene in Jerusalem, when Jesus drove the 
money-changers from the temple and 
scourged them from the synagogue. He can 
declare as from the smoke of Mount Sinai 
that the crucifixion was not so much the 
direct result of a Rabbinical conspiracy as 
it was the accomplishment of commercial 
revenge. Sell all that thou hast and follow 
me' was the constant demand of the Mes- 
siah, and the Disciples for years afterwards 
were communists in both theory and prac- 
tice. 

“Owe no man anything but love,” and 
“thou hast made my house a den of thieves“ 
were conspicuous threads in the woof of 
Christ's ministry. Dr. Green says that *will- 
fully incurred debt is dishonest.“ He must 
have got that surprising information out 
of the Bible. He certainly did not absorb it 
from the straightforward, satisfactory prin- 
ciples of business which prevail in our own 
time, 

Willfully incurred debt to-day is business— 
honest and legitimate—and Dr. Green ought 
to have @ more practical knowledge of the 
present world’s conditions and necessities, 
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When the “Apostle of Aestheticism“ was 
carted off to Scotland Yards on Friday, 
leaving behind him the shadow of the most 
despicable and shameless crime known to 
the law, he vindicated his own lack of 
principle and became the realization of all 
the shocking, distorted things which were 
fast passing into social proverbs from his 
lectures, his books and his plays. He had 
carried out his own pernicious doctrines to 
their legitimate conclusion. Having con- 
stantly preached the absence of virtue, de- 
cency or honesty in humankind, he would 
have been false to his own platform had 
he not demonstrated his, own viciousness 
and indecency. 

But what a figure he has cut in the world! 
Honors, wealth, fame, were showered upon 
him. In Paris, in London, in New York, in 
St. Louis, good men and women have lis- 
tened to his vaporings and wondered wheth- 
er they could all be true; while the bad and 
the vicious applauded his villainous senti- 
ments and shielded their own wickedness 
behind his monstrous teachings. 

But Babylon has fallen, and the whited 
sepulcher is found to be full of dead men’s 
bones. May be it will put a stop now to 
the “Yellow Asters” of literature, to the 
Lady Windemeres of society, and to all 
that humbuggery and rant and cant and 
cheat that have been dignified by the name 
of aestheticism, 


The result of the municipal elections in 
St. Louis last week was not unexpected to 
those who had any knowledge of the situ- 
ation. Bossism elected one ticket; bossism 
defeated the other ticket. That is the 
whole story. 

And I judge that the tendency of things 
is toward a clearing of the political at- 
mospheré. For when it comes to be under- 
stood that bossism cannot survive even the 
indifference of the people, it will die a 
natural death. The only question is, can 
the municipal system maintain itself until 
bossism is dead? Or must the people shed 
their coats, roll up their sleeves and proceed 
to give it open battle as men did the drag- 
ons of old? 

The difficulty with the latter proposition 
is that bossism stands possessed of all the 
munitions of war. It is intrenched behind 
the power of control, and its hands are 
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passed a fellow-servant and an elec

Isn’t that just like the argument of a 
politician? It reminds me of a remark I once 
heard Gov.

It is said that the Kentucky “Daughters 
of the Confederacy” have joined hands 
with the Missouri “Daughters of the Rev- 
olution” to have the public schools of these 
States adopt the “salutation of the flat,“ 
which has already found a lodgment in the 
curriculum of a number of the States. 

I question the accuracy of the announce- 
ment. The women of Kentucky and Mis 
souri have not lost their minds entirely. 
And their uncommonly good practical sense 
has long since taught them that the flag 
of any country is no more to be worshiped 
than was Gessler’s cap. I respect our flag 
as much as any other citizen does, and I 
would probably shoulder a gun and shed 
some blood in its defense without waiting 
to be drafted, but I object to its being 
flapped in my face or that of my children 
at all times and in all seasons. The flag of 
a county ts the symbol of its power, never 
of its peace, its love or its charity. It is @ 
distinctive announcement to the rest of the 
world that behind it is the army and the 
navy to defend its colors from insult. Thera 
would be just as much sense in teaching the 
public school children to hold their hats 
in their hands while a company of infantry 
from Jefferson Barracks passed by as to 
teach them a “salutation of the flag.“ Both 
are the signs of force. Both represent the 
doctrine of Federal power. Both have their . 
uses in the economy of national government 
and without them the nations of the earth 
would have a sorry time of it. a 

But soldiers and cannons and flags are in- 
struments which belong out of sight so long 
as there is peace or a prospect of it. Any- 
way, they should have no part in the public 
school system of a country which prides 
itself upon its ability to live and prosper 
without physical strife, “Salutations of the 
nag“ have no legitimate place in the devel- 
opment of the American Republic. 


I am told by persons familiar with the 
Southwest and legislation of this State that 
until very recent years, immigration to 
wanted.

Parties win and lose in ali 
States, and under our theory of government 
the right will eventually prevail. Neither 
honest Democracy nor honest Republican- 
ism should be afraid of the desirable set- 
tlers; in fact, neither can afford to be. 

Therefore, invite all who will to come and 
help build up this great popular empire we 
call Missouri,

Gov. Stone has reserved the right. in his 
message, to bring up additional matters at 
the special session of the Legislature which 
he has called. In view of this fact a com- | 
bined request, on the part of the several | 
commercial travelers’ organizations of the 
State, will be made of him that he suggest 
the introduction of a bill defining the fact 
that commercial travelers are not to be 
under the law subject to taxation as or to 
be classed as peddlers. 

The statute, as it now exists, sec. 7,211, 
chap. I. Revised Statutes of 1889, is not per- 
fectiy clear on that point, and, if litigation 
should arise, it is possible that the statute 
could be construed inimically to the inter- 
ests of commercial travelers living in and 
doing business in Missouri. The Governor 
will be asked to have a bill introduced at 
the special session which will clearly de- 
fine the position of Missouri traveling men. 

Any bill passed by an individual State 
placing a tax on commercial travelers can 
operate only to affect those who reside 
Within and do business exclusively in that 
State, gs the Supreme Court of the United 
States mas declared that it is unconstitu- 
tional to tax commercial travelers from 
other States, as would be a violation of 
the Interstate ' laws. Therefore. 
any tax would be very unjust to Missouri 
traveling men, as it would place them at a 
disadvantage with relation to their brother 
travelers from othe? States doing business 
in Missouri.

One or two 
Justices are known to entertain objections 
to other parts of the statute, notably the 
exemptions, accorded to building, loan and 
other co-operative associations, but it is 
the best understanding, that the law 80 
far as it relates to corporations of this 
character, will be left undisturbed. 

Justice Harlan is reported as having in- 
sisted that such exemptions should be elim- 
inated, but the controlling belief that if 
this were agreed to the Supreme Court 
would be placed in the untenable and un- 
constitutional position of imposing a tax 
is said to have influenced the justice fa- 
vorable to substantially upholding the law 
to refrain from forcing the contention rela- 
tive to the benefit associations. 

If the Supreme Court hands down the de- 
cision indicated, as seems probable, the 
collection of the tax may lead to most se- 
rious complications, which may embarrass 
the Government. It is held by some legal 
authorities that if the appeals be disposed 
of without settling absolutely the constitu- 
tionality of the law, but simply sustaining it 
by a divided court, the great question will 
be left subject to endless litigation before 
the Federal courts, It is not surprising that 
Treasury officials are disturbed over the | 
probable decision, as it is foreseen that | 
further proceedings to test the constitu- 
tionality of the law may be immediately 
brought and the enforcement of the act 
greatly embarrassed, 

The result of a tie vote, it is held by the 
legal authorities referred to, will give the | 
Various district judges the right to pass up- 
on the constitutionality involved in any suit | 
within their respective jurisdictions. One 
Circuit Judge may hold the law constitu- | 
tional and another may decide to the con- 
trary. 

Cases would then be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, and if Justice Jackson were 
not on the bench the court would probably 
stand a tie and the decisions of the inferior 
courts would have to be regarded. This 
view of the possible outcome of a divided 
court is not taken by other legal lights, 
who insist that the decision of the lower | 
courts on the cases now appealed will stand 
to the extent that they are not changed 
under the finding that will be presented by | 
the Supreme Bench.

tempted robbery of the Queen and Crescent 
train took place, a short time ago, 
near Greenwood, Ky.; Was well acquainted 
with T. R. Griffin, the- Mayor of Somerset, 
Ky., and the chief of the detective force of 
the express company which foiled the rob- 


bers and killed two of their number. 

He said, on Thursday, to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

From 1874 to 1876 I was book-keeper for 
E. Cummings of Covington, Ky., a railroad 
contractor, who constructed that very tun- 
nel, on the Queen and Crescent, near Green- 
wood, close to which the hold-up took place. 
The road was known as the Cincinnati 
Southern. The spot is in the ‘heart of the 
mountains, and is very sparsely settled. In 
those days, the nearest railway station was 
Stanford, Ky., fifty miles to the north, or 
Livingstone, an equal distance across the 
mountains to the east. The country and 
the people were alike wild. That part of 
Pulaski County, and the adjoining county 
of Wayne, were full of moonshiners, and 
even the intrepid United States Marshal, 
Wyatt, was afraid to go there. The zocal 
authorities were powerless to do anything, 
and the Sheriff of the county would not 
cross the south fork of the Cumberland to 
arrest the desperadoes over whom a score 
of indictments hung. Murders were of fre- 
quent occurrence, and went unpunished. 

“It was amid these conditions that I firs: 
met Tom Griffin, and I saw him daily during 
my stay there. He was a young man then. 
not over 22 or 23 years of age, but he 
did not know what fear was. On one occa- 
sion, when no one else could be got to do 
the work, he volunteered as a special Dep- 
uty Sheriff to serve a writ of replevin for 
some horses, forcibly held by a gang of 
Italian iaborers for work for W. T. Burch, 
a contractor. They were working under a 
sub-contractor named Rossi, who, after be- 
ing paid for the work, decamped with the 
funds. The Italians seized Burch's stock as 
a means of paying themselves. When Griffin 
appeared with the writ they opened fire on 
him. He was shot through the breast and 
face, tut never dismounted. He returned the 
fire, against fearful odds, and finally served 
the papers. . 

“Some time after this a desperate fellow 
named Gleason went to Griffin's place, with 
the avowed intention of killing him. He had 
a knife sharpened to a razor edge for the 
purpose. Griffin waited until the knife was 
almost at his breast before, with wonderful 
quickness, he drew pistol and shot his 
would-be murderer: Gieason died the next 
day, but not before he acknowledged that 
Griffin was justifiable, Griffin surrendered 
to the authorities and, on my testimony, 
was promptly — 8

"MANY CHANGES IN CIRCUIT. 


Twenty-four Cities Have Been Repre- 


sented, but Only Boston and Chi- 
cago Have Never Dropped Out. 


With the opening games in April the Na- 
tional League of Professional Base Ball 


Clubs will enter upon its twentieth year. 
Since the League was organized in 1876 no 
less than twenty-four cities have been rep- 
resented on its roster. Only two towns, 
Boston and Chicago, have been contin- 
uously represented, 


In 1876 the League consisted of eight clubs 


located at Chicago, Hartford, St. Louis, 
Boston, Louisville, Cincinnati, New York 


and Philadelphia. The Mutual Club rep- 


resented New York and the Athletic Phil- 
adelphia. That year 257 games were played. 
The Mutuals and Athletics dropped out in 
1877 reducing the League to lx clubs, only 


four of which played out their scheduled 
series, the games of the Cincinnati Club 


being rejected, That year 120 games were 
played. 


Providence replaced Hartford, Indianapo- 


lis succeeded Louisville, and Milwaukee 
fell heir to the St. Louis franchise in 1878, 
the League again consisting of six clubs. 
Chicago had won the pennant in 1876, while 


Boston captured the flag the two succeed- 
ing years. Exactly 180 games were played. 

Bight clubs were decided upon as the 
maximum for Le e membership in 1879. 
Milwaukee and Indianapolis proved weak, 
and were succeeded by Buffalo and Cleve- 
land, the new recruits being Troy and Syra- 
cuse, N. ¥. George Wright left the Boston 
Club and piloted the Providence Grays to 
the top of the heap, much to the disgust of 
Boston, which finished second, Chicago se- 
curing third place. That season the number 
of championship games footed up 288. 

The Syracuse Stars had found the pace 
too hot, and Worcester, Mass., was given 
a chance in 1880. For the second time Chi- 
cago landed the bunting, with Providence 
second and the Cleveland Spiders third. 
That year 382 games were played. 

Detroit, which had been on the anxious 
seat for some months, broke into the League 
in 1881, taking the place of Cincinnati, which 
was compelled, owing to poor support, to 
drop out of the race. Again Chicago laid 

reedy hands upon the pennant, with Prov- 
dence a fair second, Buffalo third and De- 
troit fourth. The number of games played 
was 334. 


For the third time in succession Chicago 
walked off with the championship honors 


in 1882. And again the persistent Providence 


Grays were second, while Buffalo again 


was third. The number of championship 


games was 334. After a sleep, lasting seven 
ears, ew York and her sleepy sister, 


hijadeWphia, in 18838, were once more en- 
rolled as members of the League,the change 
having been brought about by the abdication 


of Troy in. New York and Worcester in 


Massachusetts. The New Yorks finished 
eixth, the Quakers wagging the tail. Bos- 
ton won the rag with Chicago and Provi- 
dence finishing as named.

The Republicans have had something of a 
scare this week over Col. Merriams anti- 
Catholic” bill.

uated acts of the Legislature clothing the 
Catholic Bishop of Chicago with corporate 
powers for the purpose of taking, holding 
and conveying real estate for charitable 
and religious purposes. While Col. Merriam 
insists that his bill is in the interest of the 
masses of the Catholics of the State, the 
Catholics do not appear to take that view of 
the matter, and the measure accordingly 
is looked upon as an anti-Catholic bill. it 
received the indorsement of the House Rev- 
enue Committee Thursday, but as soon as 
that committee reported it to the House 
Friday morning the bill was sent to the 
Committee on Education. This move was 

lanned by the Republican managers, who 
the consequences of going on record 
on the bill. Col. Merriam, who is a Repub- 
lican, was not present when the House thus 
disposed of his bill. He was somewhat 
angered when he learned what had been 
done, and vowed he would make things hum 
until the bill is reported by the Committee 
He says his purpose in introducing the bill 
on Education, either favorably or adversely 
was to get the property now held by the 
Catholic Bishop of Chicago (amounting, it 
is said, to more than $60,000,000) into the 
hands of the various congregations of the 
State. Col. Merriam is a fighter, and the 
Republican managers will find the suppres 
sion of-his bill no easy task. 

The single-taxers are on hand again. They 
have pressed their theories upon the Leg- 
islature at every session for several years 
past; but so far they have gotten nothing 
more than the courtesy of an attentive hear 
ing. This week a single-tax delegation ap- 
peared before the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee in support of a resolution to amend 
the Constitution so as to enable each coun 
ty to decide by a vote of the people jus!

WILDE WILL BE PUNISHED. 


It Seems Certain He Is to Be Made a 
Scapegoat for the Sins of Others 
Equally Guilty:

LONDON, April 6.—Oscar Wilde’s real or 
assumed ‘indifference during the frightful 
revelations of to-day was, if assumed, an 
excellent piece of acting. It seems abso- 
lutely certain that he will be convicted, and 
the minimum penalty is ten years’ im- 
prisonment, with a maximum penalty of 
penal ‘servitude for life. Public opinion 
will certainly demand an exemplary ven- 
tence, for, as I cabled you some weeks 
ago, it is well known throughout society 
that a large section of certain literary, 
artistic and theatrical circles of London 
are equally guilty with Wilde. Public sent- 
iment is aroused against this group to such 
a degree that other prosecutions may fol- 


low. The “Chameleon Magasine,“ so often 
referred to, was horribly open in its prac- 
tical defense of the crime. 

Much sympathy is felt for Mrs. Wilde, 
who is a very estimable lady, and for his 
two beautiful children. It is a curious 
feature of the English law that even if 
the husband is convicted and sent to penal 
servitude, Mrs. Wilde cannot get a divorce 
on either ground.

Mr. Gill said that he appeared to prosecute 
the prisoner on a series of charges of incit- 
ing ys to terrible crimes and of actually 
committing acts of gross indecency.

They 
finally consented, and it was arranged that 
they should be introduced to Wilde at a 
dinner which he would give in a private 
room at Kittner’s Restaurant. After din- 
ner Wilde announced to Taylor, who was 
also present, that Charles Parker was the 
boy for him, and he took the latter to the 
Savoy Hotel, where he committed a crime. 

Parker was here called to the stand, but 
the proceedings were interrupted by the 
official announcement that Taylor had been 
arrested. A few moments later Taylor was 
brought into court and placed in the dock 
beside Wilde, who nodded to him. 

Parker was then examined, and related 
his story at length, giving the most minute 
details of his intimacy with Wilde. He 
testified that he visited Wilde at the Savoy 
Hotel, at the Albemarle, at Wilde’s cham- 
bers and at other addresses, almost daily. 

While Parker was giving his testimony, 
Wilde moved restiessly in the dock and 
passed his hands across his face. 

Parker added that he was arrested with 
Taylor in the raid in 1894 on the Mouse in 
Fitzroy Square, but he claim he had 
since abandoned his evil life. 

Counsel for Wilde asked leave to post- 
pone the cross-examination of Parker, as 
the evidence had taken them by surprise. 
Parker was then bound over to testify at 
the trial of Wilde, which is to take place in 
the Old Bailey Thursday next. 

Parker was deadly pale when concluding 
his testimony-and asked to be allowed to 
take a seat, as he was not feeling well. Tha 
woman previously referred to as having en- 
tered the courtroom early this morning was 
the next witness. She gave her name as 
Mrs. Grant and said she let rooms to Tay- 
lor, who, she added, was visited by a num- 
ber of you men. When Mrs. Grant was 
asked to state the ages of these young men 
she replied that they were from 15 upward. 
The statement caused a sensation in court. 
Mrs. Grant was then asked if she could 
identify Wilde as a visitor to Taylor’s 
rooms. She replied that she could not.

The Grand-jury will meet next week, and 
the Post-Dispatch expects to give it not 
rumors but facts to work on. 

The task is not an easy one. Many who 
know will not talk, and without authority 
they cannot be made to do so. It is un- 
necessary to say that others throw every 
obstacle in the way of an investigation. 
In spite of the difficulties, however, enough 
facts, substantiated by affidavits and cor- 
roborative evidence, have been obtained to 
show conclusively that frauds of a grave 
character have been committed. , 

To begin with the forgery, which, by the 
way, involves also the impersonation of a 
Deputy Recorder of Voters by the man who 
served the paper.

Cronin had himself nominated by ten or 
more electors in addition to his party nomi- 
nation, a privilege accorded anyone who as- 
ires to office with this purpose in view. 

t was a scheme, as it was liable to confuge 
Republican voters, and cause many ballots 
to thrown out. 

In voting it is necessary to scratch off 
the ticket which it is not desired to vote, 
leaving the one clear which is to be voted. 
Many voters, desiring to vote for Henry 
Mundt for House of Delegates, and the 
straight Republican ticket for Council, 
would scratch the Democratic and Socialist- 
Labor ticket, and omit to scratch the 
“Nominated by Electors' column, con- 
taining Cronin’s name alone. In this way 
the names of Cronin and Mundt would both 
be left clear and the ballot would be 
ceunted for neither. On the other hand, if 
a Democratic voter omitted to scratch 
Cronin’s name in one of the two places, 
and thus voted for him twice, that ballot 
was also to be rejected. The point was 
that the Cronin men were supposed to be 
6 Ne while their opponents were not.

My 
positive instructions were to throw out 
all ballots not properly scratched. I ré- 
iterated them all day election day. As late 
as 5 o’clock I was up in the Twenty-fourth 
Ward giving similar instructions. Then I 
returned to the office and did not leave till 
late at night. No one from the First Ward 
asked for additional instructions. Another 
thing, there is only one man, Mr. Schilling, 
in this office who can manipulate a type- 
writer, and he was not in the office on elec- 
tion day.” 

So far the bearer of the letter who im- 
personated a Deputy Recorder of Voters, 
has not been identified, but he will be. 

In the First Precinct of the First Ward 
the three Republican judges refused to sign 
the poll books, and did so finally only under 
protest, when threatened with arrest by the 
Democratic judges.

Before going on to other frauds in the 
First Precinct and elsewhere in the ward, 
embodying the voting of repeaters, the dis-

3944 FRAUDULENT REGISTRATIONS. 

In the First Ward there were 394 
fraudulent names registered. A complete 
list of them was made up and alphabetically 
arranged by the Republican ward-workers 
for the purpose of facilitating the prosecu- 
tion of repeaters and others concerned in 
the debauchery of the ballot. Duplicates of 
these names were made up into books, 
which were placed in the hands of the Re- 
publican judge, clerk and challenger in 
each prencinct; but, in spite of this, the 
Indian gangs worked without apparent 
fear, and three Republican judges were 
found who said that they were afraid to 
refer to the book or in ay way attempt to 
detect fraud. There were 3% fraudulent 
names on these books. 

DISFRANCHISED VOTERS. 

Another instance of the manner in which 
citizens were deprived of their franchise is 
specifically marked in the case of Charles 

erguson, 209% Valentine street. He has 
lived in St. Louis twenty-two years, with 
his residence tn the First Ward during the 
greater part of the time. He went to the 
polls on Tuesday last, and the Democrats 
refused to allow him to vote. This is the 
third time, in succession, that Ferguson has 
1 His affidavit speaks for 
itself.

GETTING. BACK 
AT ED BUTLER. 


Chairman Brady Objects to In- 
sinuations by the Blacksmith. 


TRUTH OF THE SITUATION. 


Nothing Can Be Done Unless the Peo- 
ple Back Up the Party Organ- 
ization Strongly. 


Chairman Hugh Brady of the Democratic 
Central Committee has grown weary of the 
sneering allusions of Col. Ed Butler to the 
incompetency of the eommittee and, yes- 
terday he decided to file a categorial an- 
swer to the complaints of Butler and oth- 
ers. It seemed to be in Mr. Brady’s mind to 
say some harsh things about his critics, 
particularly about Boss Ed, but, consid- 
ering the provocation which Brady thought 
he had, his defense was couched in very 
mild terms. He said: 

“They talk about the committee, and 
what could be done if all its members would 


resign. Why, don’t you know that if the 
whole twenty-eight of them did resign to- 
day, the people of the wards would send 
twenty of them back? Do you suppose that 
anybody could beat John Burke, or Jack 
Sheehan, or Roach, or Gonsollis, or Quell- 
malz, or Thad Harris, or Bob Fox, or 
Tucker, or Dolan, or Gunn, or Farrell, or 
Griffin, or Owens, or Skidmore, or Ryan, 
or Kelleher in their wards?

“As to organization, it is a difficult mat- 
ter for any party, in the time of its ov 
scurity, when it is entirely out of power, to 
arouse the proper amrount of enthusiasm 
which, on the other hand, the party in 
power and with patronage at its disposal, 
can always command. It is the rankest rot 
to say that the Central Committeeman 
holds the ward in his fist—most of the 
Democratic Committeemen are not even the 
bosses of their own wards—especially in the 
matter of primary elections.

What is disgusting now is the ae 
ance of the ‘calamity howlers,’ who do not 
come out of their holes until after the elec- 
tion, and then throw the whole blame upon 
the committee, when in all probability they 
have not contributed a dollar to their party's 
success—and lots of them have not even 
voted in the election, As I said, in calling 
the late Democratic City Convention to 
order, ‘We are here for no idle purpose. 
Active, energetic organization counts for 
nothing if the people are not presented with 
a strong, clean ticket—one that will appeal 
not only to the Democratic voter, but to the 
Republican citizen who is in favor of good, 
clean government.’ And as everyone well 
knows the Democratic Committee used 
every endeavor possible to get good men 
on the ticket, but the men they hoped most 
to secure absolutely refused to run. The 
conditions, nat.onally and locally, were 
against us at this time, and how little inter- 
est was taken by Democrats in St. Louis 
was well shown by the returns—which 
proved that while about 9 per cent of the 
Republican vote came out, less than 50 per 
cent of the Democrats voted.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—Baron Rio 
Branco and Gen. Cerquira, the special Bra- 
gillian plenipotentiaries who presented the 
case ot that country in the arbitration of 
the Missiones boundary contention with the 
Argentine Republic, presented their letters 
of recall to-day. They were accompanied 
by the attaches of the Mission, and were 
presented by Acting Secretary of State Uhl 
in the Blue Room of the White House. 

The speeches exchanged ware rather out 
of the usual order, in view of the special 
character of the mission and the remarks 
of er in response to Baron Bran- 
co, who acted as spokesman for the Brazil- 
lans, were significant where they touched 
upon arbitration, having in mind the ef- 
forts now being made to induce Great Brit- 
ain to submit her boundary dispute with 
Venezuela to this method of settlement. 


The Brazilians were resplendent in gold 
laces and embroideries and medals and red 
ribbons, in marked contrast with the plain 
black attire of the President and the Secre- 
tary. After the formal presentation, Baron 
Rio Branco said: 

“Mr. President—The award rendered by 
Your Excellency on the boundary question 
submitted for arbitration by my Govern- 
ment and that of the Argentine Republic, 
under the treaty of the 7th of September, 
1889, has fulfilled the object of the special 
missions whicR during nearly two years I 
have had the good fortune to discharge, in 
conjunction with Gen. Cerquira, near the 

reson of Your Excellency. Thus, I now 

ave the honor to present two letters from 
the President of the United States of Brazil, 
im one of which he expresses his apprecia- 
tion and that of the Brazilian nation for the 
gracious solicitude with which Your Ex- 
cellency, in the midst of the duties pertain- 
jing to your high office, examined and deter- 
mined the 1 submitted to your de- 
_Ciaion, and in the other of which he gives 
notice of the recall of the two Ministers on 

ecial mission intrusted with the advoca- 
tion of the rights of Brazil. 

“The solutian of this ancient controversy 
is certainly happy and honorable event 
for the two frien ly nations which had re-

course to the enlightened and impartial 
judgment of Your Excellency. The con- 
K exchanged between the Presi- 
ents of the two Republics clearly dem- 
onstrated that Your Excellency’s decision 
was regarded by both with satisfaction, in- 
asmuch as by the removal of a cause of 
possible discord it contributes powerfully 
toward the consolidation of politics and 
toward strengthening the relations of good 
neighborhood between the two nations. 

“It is gratifying to be able to record this 
new triumph of the principle, so reason- 
able and humane, of international arbitra- 
tion, the practice of which, always earnestly 
advocated by the United States of America. 
has become more frequent every day and 
marks one of the greatest advances in the 
modern law of nations.“ 

Then followed the customary expressions 
of good will and thanks of the retiring 
plenipotentiaries. The President answered 
as follows: 

Mr. Minister: It is very gratifying for 
me to receive from your hands the letter 
whereby the President of the United States 
of Brazil expresses in his fiame and that 
of the Brazilian nation the appreciation of 
my action in consenting to consider and de- 
termine the question of boundaries between 


you and the Argentine Republic which 
was submitted to me as arbitrator by the 
joint choice of the two republics concerned 
in the contention. 

“The United States have earnestly advo- 
cated the resort to international arbitration 
in settlement of differences which may not 
be amenable to the ordinary methods of 
diplomatic treatment, and especially for the 
adjustment of controversies depending 


largely upon historical facts and which are 
determined upon competent evidence and 
under rules akin to those which ebtain in 
judicial procedure. Lending their example. 
as they have done, on many occasions, b, 


themselves resorting to this honorable and 
humane forum, the United States, through 
their Chief Magistrate, could do no less than 
give their assista: to other friendly 
states in furthering Uke disposition ot 
controversies arising between them: and 
hence, it was not alone a gratifying pleas 
ure to me to assume the grave personaler. 

sponsibility tendered by Brazil and the Ar 
gentine Republic, but it was also in a 
high sense the fulfillment of an international 
duty toward two friendly states, which it 
behooved the President of the United States 
to perform in the interest of good relation- 
ship on the western hemisphere. 

During’ the long period of my considera- 
tion of the interesting questions involved 
in the Missione’s boundary dispute, it has 
been my good fortune to maintain agree- 
able personal relations with the envoys of 
the two countries who had been intrusted 
by their respective Governments with the 
presentation of their cases and the evidence 
and argument in support thereof. Now that 
their labors and mine in this regard are 
ended and the special mission that called 
you hither is appropriately closed, it be- 
comes my duty to receive your letters of 
recall, prior to your return to your own 
country. I trust that you and your es- 
teemed colleague, Ven. Cirpuera, will carry 
away no less agreeable memories than those 
you leave here in official and social cir- 
cles. To the friendly assurances heretofore 


given of the attachment of the Govern- 
ment and my countrymen for the sister 

blies of South America, I am grati- 
fied at the opportunity to add renewed ex- 


ressions, and I beg that upon your re- 
urn you will convey to the President of 
the United States of Brazil my best wishes 


that peace and prosperity may long be the 
portion of that country.”

Even if he wrote 
of common people, how many of God's peo- 
ple are common—that is, poor and ignorant? 
But they have sense of humor, wit, feeling

never arouse our contempt. Of a different 
order are Betsy Trotwood, Mr. Peggotty 
and Ham. The great author does not deal 
in mystery or great catastrophies. But 
who does not sympathize with that bright, 
spoiled, wrong but high-spirited youth,

The school grants to its scholars, rich and 
poor alike, a term of eight or nine years;

n 1890 the association purchased the nur- 
sery home at 1621 South Tenth street for 
$5,000, and immediately expended $1,000 in 
repairs. The money came from the net re- 
sult of several entertainments and from 
pecial’ contributions from members and 
riends of the association. 

The support of the institution largely de- 

nds upon the members, and it is the aim 

the directors to make it wholly dependent 
on this source, preferably by regular an- 
ual fees from a large number. 

The management of the association is 
intrusted to a board of thirteen directors, 
assisted by an executive, a visiting, a sup- 
ply and a finance committee. 

The Executive Committee, composed of 
the President, Vice-President, the chairman 
of each of the standing committees and one 
other member, have charge of the nursery 
and are responsible for the conduct of its 
affairs.

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Anemarkable Results Achieved by an 
Intelligent and Enterprising Body 
of St. Louis Women.

The object of the St. Louls Women's 
Christian Association, as set forth in its 
constitution, is to provide for the physi- 
cal, intellectual, social, moral and religious 
wants.of industrial women of St. Louis.“ 

To this end a boarding-home was estab- 


lished in 1869. Ten years later, when the 
Present home at 1814 Washington avenue 
Was on a firm basis, and the needs of woni- 
en were greater in proportion to the growth 
of the city, it was seen that if the St. Louis 
Association would keep abreast with other 
associations in the East, new work must 
be taken up in order to give Western girls 
advantages possessed in the East.

It is astonishing how many 
and women, too, come to our city without 
a dollar to keep them from the streets, 
and more are stranded in a week if work is 
not secured. 

The limit of time to occupy a bed in this 
department is one week, but if a person is 
competent and really wishes work it is 
not necessa she shall remain two days, 
o great is the demand for competent do- 
mestic services in excess of the supply. 

The Employment Bureau is a necessary 
adjunct of such an institution as ours. 
One rule of the office is that when a girl 
is proven ‘to be incompetent she must go 
into training or not seek employment from 
the School. But few of these take the 
training. 

Prior to 1882 there was no special place 
for business women to lunch. The first 
place of this kind was started by the W. C. 
A. The Training School was lecuted on 
Fourth street, between Morgan street and 
Franklin avenue, in February, 1834, and has 
served lunches to from 150 to 350 business 
women daily ever since. 


The T. W. C. A. Auxiliary to the W. T.

Creation, Providence and Revelation

The Swedenborgian Faith“ is the subject 
assigned me by the editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch for its Easter number. 

A fundamental tenet of New Church or 
“Swedenborgian faith“ relates to Creation. 

Creation with Bwedenborg is not an event 
begun and finished in the past. It has noth- 
ing to do with time. It is as eternal as God 
himself. Still, it cannot be confounded with 
God any more than cause can be confounded 
with effect. God is cause. Creation is ef- 
fect. There is no place for Pantheism in the 
philosophy of Swedenborg, although we say 


that there never was a time when nor a 
place where creation was not.“ We say this 
simply because there never was a time when 
nor a place where was not, and God is 
essentially Creator. For this reason: He is 
love. It is the nature of love,“ sa Swe- 
denborg, “to love others out of itself, to de- 
sire to be one with them, ahd from itself to 
make them happy. Hence creation. Hence 
man, the end of creation. Man indeed and 
man as a spiritual being, capable of receiv- 
ing and responding to divine love, is, strictly 
M the sole creation of God, who is 
spirit. he universe below man is included 
in man, as the materials of a houge are in- 
cluded in the house. Man comes to self- 
consciousness, which is his natural creation, 
through his experience with nature. This 
experience is the natural mother-substance 
out of which is evolved his subsequent spir- 
itual possibilities. Man and the universe as 
r „the bricks with which he must 
build.“ eternally and spontaneously pro- 
ceeds from Love or God as an effect pro- 
ceeds from its cause. 

Love is the underlying substance from 
which all things are. Man and his universe 
are not made out of nothing. Neither does 
God choose to create in the sense that He 
might have chosen not to create. God does 
not choose. He is, He is love.

Divine life is ne love, the sub- 
stance of all created substances in all the 
three kingdoms of nature and in the nat- 
ural life of man. It gives forth to creative 
results by means of wisdom—perfect wis- 
dom, which is indissolubly one with per- 
fect love. A perfect law of Divine Provi- 
dence logically follows, a law as perfect, 
as exact,, as minute in its operations over 
human fife as are the laws that govern 
sub inately in nature. 

Phis is the faith of the New Church—that 
as man is essentially a spiritual being God 
provides for his spiritual development in 

roviding not only perfect spiritual oppor- 
tunity, ut perfect — of spiritual 
opportunity for each and all, utterly irre- 
spective of natural environment, circum- 
stance or condition, thus insuring our 
perfect individual freedom to choose the 

and refuse the evil against all adverse 
nfluences, upon which freedom of choice 
depends the integrit of our manhood 
and the eternal validity of our creation. 
At the same time He devolves upon us in 
our associated capacity the work of pro- 
viding a corresponding equality of natural 
opportunity for each and all, this being 
an end that He cannot achieve without 
our help any more than He ean reform 
and regenerate us individually—that is, 
constrain us to choose the good without our 
consent and co-operation. 


It is ine faith of the New Church that 
all our life, including our choice of good or 
evil, falls within the protecting law of 
Divine love; that, as not a sparrow can 
fall to the ground without our Father, 80 
in its minutest particulars, whatever the 
seeming to us may be, our life in its out- 
come can but reveal a God who creates 
from love, and from love alone. It may 
be hard to hold to this faith in the presence 
of life as we sometimes experience it, but 
or the New Churchman there is no alterna- 
tive. He sees the truth rationally, and 
therefore can but accept it. He sees that 
God is in man according to the form of 
life; that is, of affectton and thought that 
man prepares for Him, as the light and heat 
of the sun are in all the varied forms of 
nature, the difference being that man, as 
we know, is free to determine his own 
form of life, while nature is not free. 
Man is free to love and think as he will, 
and as he loves and, thinks so he does 
and is. But the light und heat of the sun 
are the same in rose and in thistle, and 
God ts love in the man who rejects quite 
equally as in the man who accepts Him. 
He is love.in the one to hold the man to 
Himself in freedom, and in the other: to 
win him to Himself. And He is in every 
moment of the life of both to all eternity 
for this one end and this alone. 

This ts Divine love in the Swedenborgian 
faith, and Divine love gives law to Divine 
Providence. 


One other tenet of Swedenborgian faith 
is necessary to give completeness to the 
view presented of creation and Providence. 
This if Revelation. What is meant by 
Revelation in the philosophy of the New 
Church? 

Not any outside, arbitrary divine com- 
munication, but communication in accord- 
ance with the laws of creation and provi- 
dencé already given. 

God is the life of man’s life, consequent- 
ly man’s life or human history is the theater 
of divine revelation. 

Man's need and his capacity to under- 
stand must determine the form of the reve- 


lation. It is, therefore, a tenet of the New 
Church that the form has varied with the 


growth and development of the human 
mind, In the infancy of the race God 
“walked and talked” with man. Revelation 
was then inscfibed on the heart. Later 
he came as the law outside of man and 
written, that so the voice of God,“ heard 
within every human soul because of his 
eternal presence in the soul, might become 
fixed in ultimate, objective, universal form, 
“the outward and visible sign“ of the truth 
inwardly perceived, the truth that, so fixed 
and visible in human language, no one could 

ingay, but all must acknewledge as ob- 

gatory according to the degree of enlight- 
enment. 


Then he comes through the prophets with 
a Thus saith the Lord,“ and finally man, 
having closed every internal avenue of 
communication from the divine, he comes by 
birth from a virgin, as man, in order to 
give to man a perfect knowledge of him- 
self, so winning him intelligently and con- 
sciously to accept the life by which alone 
he lives or can live. “This is life eternal 
that they might know thee, the only true 
God and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast

It is a tenet of New Church faith that 
man can know God only in Jesus Christ; 
that Jesus Christ is the final revelation of 
himself on the part of God and that the 
written word in its inmost sense treats of 
Jesus Christ; that is, of the ‘assumption of 
the human by the divine and of nothing 
else; that everything relating to time, place 
and person disappears when the word is 
read from within.

So far as man is concerned this assump- 
tion reveals and is intended to reveal our 
divine origin and possibilities—our divine 
origin in that human nature is thus shown 
to be creatively competent to house and 
give form and embodiment to divine nature 
and our divine possibilities in the light of 
the truth so revealed. Further, this revela- 
ticn of God in man as God-man and our 
origin not only reveals our possibilities, 
but in revealing them actually opens up 
the eternal . to their realisation 
through our belief in them. This is every- 
where given in the gospels the one condi- 
tion of salvation. “Believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ“ or Ged manifest, and you 

Believe in your infinite 

u will be saved from 

elief in yourself as finitely constituted 

and from the death that in in such 

belief. In this belief in the Lord Jesus 

Christ man may ascend to meet and become 

spiritually one with the eternally descend- 

ing God—the infinite divine love. may 
he live and so alone. 


To those who can accept this view of writ- 
ten Revelation the question ef the verbal 
inspiration of the Bible is settled. Seeing 
not from authority, but from rational 
grounds, both the necessity and possibility 
of a written Revelation, they are prepar 
to see ever more and more clearly the law 
of such Revelation, which law is found in 
what Swedenborg calls the science of cor- 
respondences, or the relation between cause 
and effect, between Divine Truth and its 
symbols in creation—in man and in nature. 

This truth of correspondence taken in con- 
nection with the necessity of a written 
Revelation, and with another truth already 
stated—namely, the immanence of God in 
human history, makes inerrancy as essen- 
tial a characteristic of written Revélation 
as of the revelation of God in nature. 

These three—Creation, Providence and 
Revelation—are the fundamental tenets of 
New Church faith. Upon them is built a 
mental and = philosophy adequate 
to every spiritual, mental and practical 
need of man. This is the ¢laim concerning 
which each one, of course, must judge for

Mrs. E. H. Long, Its President, 
Tells What Has Been Done. 


WORTHY WOMEN HELPED. 


Employment Provided by Establishing 
a Place for the Sale of Articles 
Made—The Dining Room.

The Woman's Exchange of St. Louis 
was organized May 15, 1883, having for its 
object a genuine desire to assist worthy 
women in their efforts to earn an honest 
livelihood by their own talent and indus- 


try and to dignify and ennoble labor among 
women in every ble way. 

That this might be accomplished its ob- 
ject was also to maintain a place for the 
reception, exhibition and sale of articles, 
the product and manufacture of industrious 
and deserving women; also to furnish them 
comfortable meals at a nominal cost and 
to establish and maintain a free employ- 
ment bureau, so that — woman, without 
possessing particular ability or skill in any 
certain kind of work, but having an earnest 
desire to do something for herself, might 
find a helping hand through the medium of 
3 Py * . 

e thought of a Woman’s change had 
its origin in the Sewing Committee con- 
nected with the Training School and Day 
Nursery, which commenced operations at 
Eighteenth and Olive streets more than 
twelve years ago under the auspices of the 
Woman's Christian Association. As it was 
soon found the wisest thing to 
Day Nursery the ladies interes 
branch, being still to enlarge their 
sphere of usefulness, took the of Wo- 
man’s Exchange and t 
fearful odds to make it a success. the 
place was wholly unsuited for Exchange 
work, the members became convinced vf 
the necessity for a change 
At this time they were éntirely without 
means, but through their energy, per 
verance and personal efforts duri 
summer they succeed in accumulating 
$1,066 as a working capital. The work was

the month of December and by-laws were 
adopted. Three of the charter members 
are at present actively engaged in the work. 
The overcrowded rooms on Siath street 
made it absolutely necessary to remove 
to more commodious quarters. After 
thoughtfully considering the matter and 
viewing it from every standpoint the 
of Managers decided to purchase a build- 
ing for their own use. Accordingly a com- 
fortable and roomy house was found

» After the purchase of this ding exten- 
sive repairs and changes 8 to be 
absolutely necessary; ther all Ex- 
change work was suspended for four 
months. Notwithstanding this there was 
nearly $1,400 paid to consignors and more 
than 15,000 meals served to industrial women. 
Thig seemed very encquraging for the first 
year’s work in the face of so many diffi- 
eulties. After all repairs were finished upon 
the newly purchased building the ler 
were delighted with its bright and cheerful 
appearance and entered upon the second 
year’s work with renewed interest. Led by 
one who had put her whole heart into the 
work, Mrs. J. D. Lawnin, its founder and 
firet President, and whose enthusiasm was 
an inspiration to all, the Board of Managers 
felt there was nothing too great to be un- 
dertaken. 

The dining-room for industrial women 
was reopened, also a general dining-room, 
where meals were served at popular prices, 
so that the expense of serv meals at a 
nominal cost might be met and also to con- 
sume some of the dainty articles of food 
brought to the Exchange by. consignors. 
A free library and reading-room was opened 
under the r of a committee of 
young ladies, and it was always gratifying 
to note the large number who rly 
availed themselves of the privil of this 
room at the noon hour. his library was 
kept up and in charge of an efficient libra- 
rian until the great Public Library (which 
is only two squares- away) was made free, 
when it was soon found that many were 
seeking the benefits of this library, which 
could so amply meet all possible demands 
cempared with our small number of ks, 
therefore {t was decided to donate the books 
where they were more needed and use the 
room simply as a reading-room and noon- 
day rest.“ 

At the close of the second year’s work 
the managers found that their fondest 
hopes had been more than realized, as the 
number of meals served to industrial wom- 


amount paid to consignors was over $9,000 
And so the work has gone on, some years 
not as successful as others, but always 
so encouraging that those who are left in 
‘the work have no thought of abandoning 
it. When it is taken into consideration 
that over $86,000 have already passed 
through the Exchange to self-supporting 
women this fact alone would justify its 
continuance. The Woman's Exchange 
might well bé classed as an educational 
philanthropy; it 2 ought to give 
woman a tter idea of her usefulness in 
the world and of the ennobling effects 
of labor honestly performed, and, as it has 
been aptly said by one of the former man- 
agers, It lessens the number of poor rela- 
tives and has driven the word unfortunate 
to its proper place.“ 
An event of great importance has taken 
lace in the Exchange during the last year. 
he organization known under the name 
of the Business Woman's Club, of which 
sa much has been said through the columns 
of the daily newspapers, was thought out 
and planned by some of the brave and 
active women who have availed themselves 
of the privileges of the Exchange since its 
formation. In fact, the President of this 
club rtook of the first meal served by 
the @emen’e Exchange, oh Sixth street, 
and continued with them until ghs partoo 
of the first meal served by the club at their 
rooms on Olive street, and th 
efficient management the Busin Wom- 
an’s Club is in a flourish condition to- 
day.

Mrs, Wagoner Tells of Its Organization 
and Work.

The White Cross Home is different in 
character from the institutions devoted to 
the rescue of fallen women. We take only 
young girls that have been betrayed or de- 
ceived uhder promise of marriage, and it 
must be their first offense. We do not take 
fallen girls from houses of prostitution or 
mi t work. 

Our gitla are entered under assumed 
names. The President of the board is the 
only one that knows the right name or 
where the girl comes from. They are 
eared for and sheltered from the outside 
world,so when they leave us they can go out 
free from so far as the outside 
world is concerned. 

Our matron is very kind; the girls become 
very much attached to her; when they leave 
us they feel they are indeed leaving home 
and friends. We aim to keep them at least 
six months When they have no friends to 
call for them we try to secure homes for 
them in od families and also have the

IA FEW FACTS 
ABOUT SILVER. 


Rebecca N. Hazard Writes Intel- 
ligently of Bimetallism. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

From remotest antiquity gold and silver 
have been known as the “precious metals,“ 
and have been used as current coin, or as 
the instrument of association“ among all 
civilized nations. Wherever practicable 
they have been used conemrrently, the ratio 
of values differing according to the sup 
+: of each metal; though usually gold has 
be rated higher than silver because less 
plentiful. 

These metals possess many qualities in 
common; being more incorruptible and more 
malleable than any other. 

Silver differs from gold in that it takes 
a higher polish, being capable of a greater 
power of reflection than anz other metal, 
and this because of its symbole significa- 
tion, for in the sacred writings silver corre- 
spond to truth or faith; while gold denotes 
good or love. I will sit as a refiner of sil- 
ver,“ refers to the process of silver refining, 
where the operator watches the fused metal 
until he can see his own face reflected in it. 
While the great Refiner subjects the soul 
in process of regeneration to trials until it 
refiects his own image. ) 

As just stated, the two metals are gener- 
ally used concurrently in the sacred writ- 
ings, but often silver is mentioned first, as 
when Abraham bought the field of Ephron 
for four hundred shekels of silver, which 
was the current coin of the place. In an in- 
ner sense Abraham was dispensing truth 
to a people less wise than himself. All 
well remember the fine sense of honor dis- 

layed by Abraham in this transaction. 
Frucht was honored and regarded in the 
most minute details of the bargain. 

In the Book of Job, probably the oldest of 
the sacred writings, mention is made of a 
“run for the silver“ and a place for the 
gold,“ showing that the methods for ob- 
taining these metals was then known, and 
also their inner signification. 

Truth exists only in manifestation, hence 
it is described as in movement. Note the 
proverbs of the people, first as to significa- 
tion—“good as gold,” pure as silver; 
then as to function, “speech is silvery,” 
silence is golden.“ Truth is compared to 
streams or running water, hence the run“ 
for the silver. Good or lone is an all-per- 
vasive principle—it is equable and stable. 
It does not seek out channels, but remains 
in place. Thus we see its symbol—gold 
locked up in vaults—while its Inseparable 
complement silver is the circulating me- 
dium, : 


It is said in theadiays of Solomon that silver 
was so plentiful as to be little thought of. 
Take this in connection with the fact that 
Solomon was the wisest of rulers and we 
see why truth was so plentiful. Solomon, 
however, with all his wisdom did not under- 
take to demonetize silver. It remained the 
current coin of the realm. But he made 
of it pillars for the temple that it might be 
brought into use and illustration. 

Joseph was sold for twenty pieces of sil- 
ver. en he became the ime Mints- 
ter of Egypt he exchanged the coin for the 
silver of the E tians, thus gathering in 
their wisdom. e gave three hundred 
pieces of silver to his brother Benjamin, 
thus transmitting the truth back to = 
kindred — — ee — perpetuated by 
them throu uture age

and running this de ment and this 
house, 1781 North Twelfth street, was put 
into the hands of the women of the Emer- 
gency Association on Jan, 21, 1894, who fur- 
nished and prepared it within four weeks 
as a lodging-house for temporary shelter for 
homeless women and children. . 

As many as ee pe eg a night, 
— +f women with sm children, who 
would have been homeless during the cold 
weather, have had shelter this winter in 
the lodging-house. They have a hot bath, 
clean beds, warm clothing, warm and well- 
lighted rooms, supper, breakfast and, when 
they cannot Fe out to work, dinner pyo- 
vided, for which they are permitted to do 
some suitable work instead of receiving 
these benefits as mere alms. 

The women have been of a better class 
than the ordinary uper; in many in- 
stances women who have been stranded in 
St. Louis and have come to us from the 
Union Station until they could get trans- 
portation either east or west. 

Attached is a letter to the Chairman of 
the Lodging-house Committee, which may 
give an idea of how the women are received 
and cared for. 

To the Chairman of the Lodging-house 

Committee: 

Dear Madam—As I leave the city before 
you come to the home, I wish to thank you 
for the many favors and kindness“ you 
have shown me. I can never forget the 
St. Louis Provident Association and the 
ladies who have charge of this depart- 
ment. N that long life and happiness 
may always be yours, and thanking you 
again, allow me to sign myself, yours most 
siricerely, (names are omitted by request). 

In this house three rooms are dedicated to 
the use of children, a nursery with cribs 
and beds, a nursery kitchen and a play- 
room, all in — of a competent nurse. 

Women leave their children during work- 
ing hours, paying 5 cents for the 2828 
On reception the child is given a bath and 
dressed in clean, fresh garments for the 
day and fed as often as necessary, accord- 
ing to age.

To the instructed observer the present 
musical situation in St. Louis is full of the 


‘deepest interest. A time of crisis, unrest— 


what is to be the outcome? is it to be the 
dawn of a new era? Is anything worth 
while to come of it all—or?—— 

Heretofore in St. Louis, as in all young 
communities, where material needs natu- 
rally demand first attention, until the quite 
recent past, musical art has lagged wo- 
fully behind in the general advance. The

n this new departure nothing is more 
striking than the remarkable number of 
local clubs which have been lately organ- 
ized, especially when their character and 
aims are considered—the high artistic 
standard and comprehensive scope of ac- 
tion. As factors in stimulating young am- 
bition and creating musical interest, their 
influence for good can hardly be overesti- 


The spirit of harmony which is often 
—according to philistine testimony—so 
strangely absent from the musical rela- 
tionship and the tendency to united effort 
and consolidation of forces, without which 
northing worth while is ever accomplished, 
is a significant feature of the new movement 
and constitutes in itself one of the very 
brightest harbingers of a prosperous fu- 
ture.
